TWO KILLED AS TRUCKS 
COLLIDE ON EAST SIDE 


Conveyance 
Crushes Small Vehicle in 
Intersection Crash. 


Two men were killed shortly aft- 
er 7 o'clock this morning when a 
light truck in which they were rid- 
ing was crushed beneath a heavy 
cattle truck after a collision at 
Fifteenth street and Gaty avenue, 
East St. Louis. 

They were Fred Wheatley and 
his father-in-law, Hiram Hochdaf- 
fer, partners in operating the Dia- 
mond Cleaners shop at 1602 Bond 
avenue, East St. Louis. Wheatley 
was 34 years old and Hochdaffer 
The two were riding south on 
Fifteenth street, on their way to the 
cleaning shop in a tfuck used in 
the business, when they eollided 
with a cab and trailer being driven 
west on Gaty, avenue toward the 
National Stockyards by Charles D. 
Cummins of Morley, Mo. 

After the collision, both vehicles 
struck a wooden light standard at 
the southwest corner of the inter- 
section, and the heavier truck fell 
on top of the lighter one, demolish- 
ing it. Firemen using towing 
equipment worked for a half hour 
before the body of Wheatley, who 
was driving the cleaning truck, 
could be removed. 

Both Wheatley and Hochdaffer 
were dead of fractured skulls upon 
arrival at St. Mary’s Hospital. Cum- 
mins was uninjured. 

A cow and 15 calves on Cummins’ 
truck broke loose after the crash 
and roamed through the neighbor- 
hood for more than an hour before 
police using lassos could round 
them up. 

Cummins told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter visibility was poor at, the 
time of the accident because of a 
fog and smoke, and he did not see 
the cleaning truck until it was 
right in front of him. He then 
swerved sharply to the left and the 
other truck swerved to the right, 
he said, in an unsuccessful attempt 
to avoid a collision.

|Torpedo Attack at Firth of

Have Been Damaged. 


The New York Times said today 
that “for the second time since 
the outbreak of the war a German 
submarine has slipped through the 
defenses of a British naval base 
and launched an attack on a Brit- 
ish warship, according to private 
advices received in New York last 
night.” 

“The ship, it was stated, was 
the cruiser Belfast lying in the 
Firth of Forth. The extent of the 
damage was not disclosed, but the 
submarine was reported to -have 
escaped.” 

(Private information reaching the 
Associated Press in New York in- 
dicated that the Belfast had suf- 
fered damage but that this may 
have been caused by a mine and 
not by a submarine’s torpedo.) 

The Times said: 

“The Belfast, a 10,000-ton cruiser 
of the Edinburgh class, is one of 
the most modern vessels of the 
British navy. According to ‘Jane’s 
Fighting Ships’ she carries excep- 
tional protection against surface 
and submarine attack. She is re- 
ported capable of withstanding 
8-inch shell fire and embodies an 
unusually complete system of in- 
ternal subdivision against torpe- 
does. She was launched in March, 
1938, and carries 12 6-inch guns, 
mounted in four turrets, fore and 
aft. 

“The first submarine raid on a 
British base occurred last month 
when a U-boat slipped through 
the defenses of the harbor at Scapa 
Flow and sank the battleship Royal 
Oak as she rode at anchor there.’

He suc- 
ceeded in establishing contact with 
high Reichswehr officers and oth- 
er important personalities in Ger- 
many, who were ready to get rid of 
the Nazi administration and nego- 
tiate peace with England in the 
name of a decent Germany. The too 
romantic Stevens used a_i secret 
beam wireless outfit to maintain 
communications with his officer 
friends in Germany, and the Ges- 
tapo succeeded in locating the 
beam and listened in. High German 
emissaries came twice over to Hol- 
land to Arnheim and negotiated 
with Stevens and later they met 
once more in Venloo. 

For Nov. 8, another meeting was 
scheduled in Venloo, and now the 
Gestapo decided to act, not caring 
about violation of Dutch territory. 
They shot ae Dutch officer and kid- 
maped Stevens and Best, performing 
a coup which beats fantasy and the 
best detective story writers, The 
result was the arrest of a great

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 22.—A 
ruling directing St. Louis County 
Circuit Court to reinstate a $15,000 
verdict for Martin Donelon, in his

The lower court also was in- 
structed to set aside an order 
granting a motion by Deuser and 
the Fidelity and Deposit Co. of 
Maryland, which furnished Deuser’s 
official bond, for a new trial of 
the case. 

Donelon charged in the suit that 
he had suffered severe and perma- 
nent injuries through an alleged 
assault on him by Clarence R. 
Zahner, a Deputy Sheriff, in Wells- 
ton on the night of Nov. 5, 1933. 
Donelon charged Zahner struck 


ihim on-the head with a club when 


he was a bystander at an alterca- 
tion on the street. Donelon, then 
23 years old, was a department 
store clerk, ' 

Sypreme Court Commissioner 
Henry J. Westhues, who wrote the 
opinion, said, “If the evidence of 
plaintiff (Donelon) and his wit- 
nesses be true, and the jury found 
that it was, then the assault was 
unprovoked, unjustified and bru- 
tal.” 

Commissioner Westhues said the 
evidence showed that as a result 
of the ihjuries Donelon was a pa- 
tient for a time at the State hos- 
pital at Farmington, for the insane, 
but was discharged in April, 1934. 

He held the $15,000 verdict re- 
turned by the jury in the trial of 
the case was not excessive, based 
on the evidence.

TWO SAY MISSOURI 
STATE LIFE COULD 
HAVE BEEN SAVED 


Chicago Men, Directors 
of Old Firm, Tell Special 
Master Company Was 
Solvent in 1932. 


CHICAGO, Nov: 22 (AP).—Testi- 
mony that the Missouri State Life 


and could have been saved from 
receivership was given yesterday 
in a deposition hearing before Spe- 
cial Master James 
proceeding to determine whether 
the Missouri Insurance Depart- 
ment should press a suit to recover 
from 13 directors losses resulting 
from an $800,000 loan guaranteed 
by the insurance company’s board. 
The witnesses were Machir Dor- 
sey and Harry S. Tressel, both of 
Chicago, who were directors at the 
time the loan was approved in De- 
cember, 1932. The loan, to enable 
Julius H. Barnes, then chairman 
of the Missouri State Life’s board, 
and his associates to acquire the 
Kentucky Home Life Insurance Co., 
which held a controlling block of 
Missouri State Life stock, was 
taken over by Missouri State Life. 
In effect this enabled the Barnes 
group to gain control of Missouri 
State with its own funds. 

Tressel, who was executive vice 
president of Missouri State Life for 
a short period early in 1932, testi- 
fied that insurance commissioners 
of several states told him in Febru- 
ary of that year that unless he re- 
signed they would make public a 
report on the company showing a 
capital impairment of $1,400,000 
and throw it into receivership. 

Demand Not Explained. 

He had been unable to get a sat- 
isfactory answer from anyone as to 
why his resignation had been de- 
manded, he said, adding that he 


.|did not consider the company in- 


solvent. Asked about the financial 
condition of the company in Sep- 
tember, 1931, when the insurance 
commissioners’ report was dated, 
he said “the surplus was calcu- 
lated to be $940,000.” 

Tressel quit as executive vice 
president on April 2, 1932, but re- 
mained on the board until he joined 
three other directors in criticising 
the $800,000 loan and resigning Jan. 
12, 1933. 

He testified he knew nothing of 
the Barnes loan until the directors’ 
meeting in December, 1932, when 
he questioned its legality and suf- 
ficiency of the cpllateral. The suit 
against the 13 directors, filed in 
1936 by R. Emmet O'Malley, then 
Missouri Insurance Superintendent, 
alleged that the collateral for the 
$800,000 loan had a market value 
of less than $100,000. 

Dorsey likewise expressed the 
opinion yesterday that the com- 
pany was solvent in 1932 and could 
have been kept going. In August, 
1933, the company was placed in 
the hands of the Missouri Insur- 
ance Department. It was declared 
insolvent and was taken over by 
the General American Life Insur- 
ance Co. of St. Louis. 

“Intent Was All Right.” 

It would have been necessary to 
eliminate differences on the board, 
Dorsey continued, adding “I think 
the intent was all right, but the 
knowledge limited.” 

Testimony was given at previous 
hearings that the $800,000 loan to 
enable the Barnes group to buy 
control of Kentucky Home Life 
was necessary to consolidate, con- 
trol of Missouri State Life ant&\end 
proxy fights in that com any. 
Dorsey was a principal figure in 
the Inter-Southern Life Insurance 
Co., which was taken over by Ken- 
tucky Home Life. 

Dorsey testified he received his 
first knowledge of the $800,000 loan, 
made by three St. Louis banks, 
shortly before the directors’ meet- 
ing in December, 1932, when he was 
informed the board’s Executive 
Committee had authorized it and 
the matter was to be presented to 
the board for its approval. 

He left the directors’ meeting 
during the voting, Dorsey went on, 
explaining he had felt he could not 
vote approval of the loan without 
better knowledge of the collateral’s 
value and, on the other hand, had 
not wanted to take an attitude crit- 
ical of the Executive Committee. 

“If I had had to vote at all, my 
vote would have been no,” he 
added. When he returned to the 
meeting and found the vote had 
been taken, he said, he asked that 
he be recorded as not, voting. 

In response to a question by Ken- 
neth Teasdale of St. Louis, counsel 
for the Missouri Insurance Depart- 
ment, Dorsey said he had had 
nothing to do with the loan after 
that. 

Special Master Blair, before de- 
parting for St. Louis last night, 
said other witnesses might be called 
later.

Three of President’s Sons Expect 
to Mark Day Twice. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 22 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt’s advancing of 
the Thanksgiving date will mean 
a double celebration for some of 

his children. 

James Roosevelt, eldest son, said 
in New York yesterday that this 
week he would “celebrate the 
Thanksgiving declared by the Pres- 
ident of the United States and the 
Governor of New York State.” 

“Then I’m going up to Massa- 
chusetts,” he added, “where I un- 
derstand the Governor has pro- 
claimed the 30th.” 

Franklin D. Roosevelt Jr., law

Woodward shortly thereafter. 

A choice of acquittal or convic- 
tion, with or without the death pen- 
alty recommendation, was. before 
the jurors. Interrupting their de- 
liberations once at midnight, they 
requested and received a copy of 
a 26-page statement Russell made, 
which was read at the trial, relat- 
ing details of the crime. 4 

Russell paced the floor most. of 
the night in the United States Mar- 
shal’s lockup two floors, above the 
courtroom. When the verdict was 
announced Russell paled, wrung his 
hands and muttered “Oh my God!” 
He contended he did not intend to 
kill Hamilton, that he was shot as 


they struggled for possession of | 


a pistol. 

The jury of seven women and 
five men was the first mixed jury 
in Cook County (Chicago) qualified 
to impose the death penalty. Il- 
linois but recently qualified women 
for jury duty. 

Russell fled from the Oklahoma 
State prison at McAlester, where 
he was serving 10 years for rob- 
bery, last July 11 and during the 
ensuing week kidnaped Hamilton 
near Pittsburg, Kan., and killed 
him, he admitted, near Ringwood, 
Ill., July. 14. 

He was recaptured in a tourist 
camp near Cass, Ark., July 18, just 
a week after his wild flight began 
for the purpose, he testified, of get- 
ting back to Chicago to see his 
wife, Mary, whose love he feared 
he was losing. 

After his escape there ensued a 
wild week of outlawry, described 
in testimony by Russell himself, 
and other witnesses. He accosted 
Robert E. Brown, 72, McAlester 
photographer, and forced him to 
drive 26 hours through three states 
until Brown’s car broke down near 
Pittsburg. 

He caught a ride with Hamilton 


and they drove to the Chicago area. / 


Both went to sleep in the car near 
Ringwood, Russell said. He awoke, 
he continued, to find Hamilton 
grabbing for his pistol and Ham- 
ilton was shot in’ the head as they 
struggled over the weapon. The 
Government charged Russell de- 
liberately struck, then shot Ham- 
ilton,

A new movement for state and 
National liquor grmng: with 
new tactics, new slogans dnd, in 
part, new combatants, is outlined 
by Stanley High in his article, “The 
Drys Return to the Wars,” in this 
week's issue of the Saturday Eve- 
ning Post. 

“Prohibition applied as far as the 
people will back it up,” is the an- 
nounced aim of the state dry or- 
ganization now being built up in 
Pennsylvania. The Rev. Dr. F. 
Scott McBride, former national su- 
perintendent of the Anti-Saloon 
League, heads the Pennsylvania 
movement, and says the work 
planned is largely educational— 
aimed to create opinion—rather 
than political. 

“*"This time,” says Dr. McBride, 
“we do not propose to get the po- 
litical cart in front of the educa- 
tional horse.’ On that point,” the 
writer continues, “Dr. McBride 
speaks for the whole dry move- 
ment. 

“The moral and religious back- 
ground, from which the first dry 
movement derived much of its 
strength, is still intact, to give 
stamina to the second. Every meet- 
ing of the W. C. T. U. still opens 
with a devotional service. A Metho- 
dist Bishop is still president of the 
Anti-Saloon League. 

Churches Return to Fight. 

“After what threatened to be a 


lapse, the various Evangelical 
churches, in their national meet- 
ings, have returned with increasing 
fervor to the issuance of resound- 
ing resolves against liquor. When 
at the meeting last spring (in Kan- 
sas City) which united the nation’s 
three most important Methodist 
bodies, an audacious delegate pro- 
posed a slight modification in the 
church's ‘historic position,’ he was 
voted down. The conference, in- 
stead, issued a ringing re-declara- 
tion of its determination to rid the 
land of liquor. 

“But there is more than the power 
of moral arousement back of the 
current campaign. The drys, like 
the wets, have shifted strategy and 
tactics. Thus, the drys have put 
on at least some of the onter gar- 
ments of liberalism; the wets, of 


Puritanism. The drys, where they 


once wooed the politician, now woo 
the educator. The wets, of late, 
have begun to pay suit in the same 
quarter. 

“National prohibition is not 
among immediate dry objectives. 
The drys, nowadays, are as firm 
believers in States’ rights as the 
wets always claim to have been... . 

“The propaganda barrage which 
has been laid down (by the drys) 
is in the best tradition of the 
Royal Air Force, They have gone 
in, in a big way, for four-color il- 
lustrations, caricatures, thumbnail 
sketches. Here and there the liter- 
ature is livened with drawings or 
photographs of moderately beautiful 
young women in modest evening 
dress. 

“On the scientific side, the old 
charts of the human body—nerves, 
muscles, organs showing—have been 
dusted off, and the searing route 
of liquor through them carefully 
traced. There are warning to ex- 
pectant mothers, fairy tales, plays, 
pamphlets, study books and full- 
sized volumes. 

Volume on Cocktails. 
“The Methodists have produced | 


a little volume designed to demolish 
the cocktail hour. It is entitled: 
‘Rejected—Because of Family Con- 
nections.’ 

“Its illustrations are lifelike color 
drawings of the drink in question, 
the tempted guests and the prob- 
able denouement. 

“The descriptive material bears 
the imprint of authenticity. The 
cocktail is more flexible than any 
other drink. It can be concocted in 
hundreds of pleasing combinations 
of hard liquor and still retain the 
claim of being’ perfectly harmless. 
It is unassuming and attractive. Its 
soft tone values blend in with the 
surroundings. When served at a 
special hour the cocktail becomes 
a party necessity. It is the chame-| 
leon of the liquor family.” 

Other reading matter sent out by 
the Methodists, the W. C. T. U. 
and the Anti-Saloon League is de- 
scribed, and emphasis is given to 
the argument against “moderate 
drinking,” the dry thesis being that 
drink and moderation are mutually 
incompatible, and that the drinker 
is “drunk from the first drink,” 
though he may become more drunk 
by further drinks. 

The writer describes the counter- 
campaign of the wets, and quotes 
from statements of Gene Tunney, 
former world’s heavyweight cham- 
pion, now board chairman of the 
American Distiling Co. - Tunney 
has insisted on a policy of caution 
in advertising and sales promotion. 
The Distilled Spirits Institute, at 
first hostile to Tunney’s sugges- 
tions, is declared to have made a 
move toward a code for the in- 
dustry, with a former Yale profes- 
sor, son of a Methodist minister, to 
enforce it, 

Brewing interests, High says, 
have hired public relations @xperts, 
and through what is called the 
Nebraska plan have instituted meas- 
ures of co-operation with state and 
local authorities for enforcement of 


regulatory laws.

man tackler came in. It was 
found that the best way to 
break up this old wedge was 
for one player to throw him- 
self bodily to the ground in 
front of it. The attacking 
group stumbled and broke for- 
mation, forcing the man with 
the ball out into the open. 

It was a man-killer, that play. 
Opponents were+ trampled and 
kicked. Even the “iron men” 
were trundled off the field now 
and then. But that wasn’t the 
worst of it. In 1892 a chess 
player named Lorin F. Deland, 
husband of Margaret Deland, a 
popular author of the day, “im- 
proved” on the wedge. 

He deviséd the “flying wedge” 
which made the starting play 
even more deadly than the sim- 
pler form. 

The flying wedge designed to 
bring into play eleven men in 
motion, where the old wedge 
started from a standstill. The 
defense lined up as before, 
strung out on the 50-yard line. 
The attacking team placed one 
man on its own 50-yard line 
with the ball, ready to touch 
it to the ground and start the 
play. 

Meantime, the other 10 attack- 
ers split up into two groups of 
five each, 10 yards back of the 
point men. At a signal these 
two groups converged on the 
point man who, as soon as the 
other 10 joined him, touched the 
ball to the ground, passed it back, 
and leaped out in front. 

Thus eleven men in full stride 
met the unfortunate wight as- 
signed the job of single-handed- 
ly piling up the play! Tacklers 
of today may marvel that he 
ever got up from the ground. 

Remember the only armor 
they wore then was long hair 
and an occasional noseguard. 
The ground All too frequently 
in the New England climate 
was frozen. 

And it was a matter of pride 
that football men of the day 
would not quit a game until or- 
dered or carried off the field. The 
wonder is that football ever sur- 
vived its early severity. 

This writer saw the Deland 
play the year it was introduced. 

Our M. L T. eleven (Tech 
played football in 1892) met 
Harvard and got beat 32-0. The 
Crimson used that flying wedge 
then. 

But two years later it was 
in the discard—too dangerous to 
be continued. All momentum 
mass plays were verboten and it 
was forbidden to group three 
men more than five yards behind 
the line for any momentum play. 

That was the end of the man- 
killer. The kickoff came to life 
not long after, to inaugurate, a 
saner method of starting a game.

Argument of Government. 
Counsel for the Judge said he 
had postponed a decision in order 
to have time to study the volu- 
minous record. The Government 
argued that at one stage of the 
proceedings Judge Stone had de- 
nied the motions for directed ver- 
dict and was powerless to act 
later. 

Thurman Arnold, Assistant Attor- 
ney-General in charge of anti-trust 
law enforcement, told the Supreme 
Court that such procedure in a 
criminal trial “puts a premium on 
inattention” by the Judge and 
“makes the jury verdict purely ad- 
visory.” 
The 11 defendants were among 
a larger number charged with con- 
spiracy to fix prices of gasoline in 
10 Midwestern States. 
Other litigation growing out of 
the same trial is awaiting argu- 
ment before the Supreme Court. It 
involves the action of the Seventa 
Federal Circuit in setting aside the 
conviction of 17 defendants and or- 
dering new trials.

In the War Zone 


Germany’s Invisible Blockade, With Float- 
ing Mine as Latest Weapon, May Give 
Britain Toughest Problem of War. 


By T. R. YBARRA 

LOSE upon the heels of the offi- 
a cial barring of American vessels} 

from maritime war zones, fol- 
lowing the revision of our Neutral- 
ity Act, Fuehrer Hitler has struck 
the first blow at his British ene- 
mies with what may turn out to be 
the “new weapon” about which he 
recently boasted in one of his trucu- 
lent speeches, 

Floating mines, of deadly destruc- 
tive power, sown in clusters along 
sea lanes used by British and neu- 
tral shipping, are Germany’s latest 
ruthless contribution to the war in 
Europe, according to the British 
Admiralty. Irrespective of whether 
the mines are indeed Hitler’s vaunt- 

ed mystery weapon, they serve to 
bring home a truth not taken suf- 
ficiently into account by some stu- 
dents of the European situation, 
viz: 

The war of blockade on the water, 
into which the struggle across the 
ocean seems to have resolved it- 
self for the time being, is a game 
that two can play. Everybody is 
aware that Germany is blockaded 
and Britain blockading. What some 
people tend to forget is that Ger- 
many is also blockading and Britain 
blockaded. The German blockade 
of Britain, in view.of the fact that 
the British are absolutely dependent 


are pushing their blockade of Ger- 
many, and they serve to keep that 
blockade constantly in the public 
eye, 


Mystery in German Blockade 


But Germany’s blockade of Brit- 
ain is different. 


It is practically invisible. It 
has a shadowy quality calculated 
to deceive many as to the perils 
inherent in it. Even when con- 
ducted by surface raiders, it in- 
volves mystery and uncanniness. 
Also, when the Germans seek to 
enforce it by means of U-boats, it 
means—unlike the Allied blockade 
—savage blows struck by an adver- 
sary. who suddenly bobs up as from 
another world, and’ as suddenly 
dives down into that world again, 
leaving death and destruction be- 
hind him, 

But the spooky quality of the 
German blockade of Britain be- 
comes most apparent in its latest 
and cruelest phase, the use of float- 
ing mines. 

You can see a surface raider for 
hours at a time. You can also see 
a German submarine for a consid- 
erable stretch of minutes, if her 
skipper thinks the coast clear. But 
you cannot see a floating mine. No- 
body has charted it. No warning 
of a definite nature has been is- 


on sea-borne supplies from foreign 
countries, both for prosecuting the 
war and for actual existence, may 
develop into the deadliest sort of 
threat unless effective counter- 
measures are devised to eliminate 


it. 
Britain’s Visible Blockade 


The British blockade of Germany 
is visible, so to speak, to the naked 
eye. It is conducted by surface ves- 
sels, according to old-established 
rules of procedure. First, the Brit- 
ish have practically swept German 
commercial craft from the seven 
seas. With the exception, possibly, 
of a few vessels trying to make 
port in the teeth of British sea 
power by using false flags and re- 
sorting to other tricks, it may be 
said that the German merchant 
marine has been put out of busi- 
ness. 

In addition, Britain is seeking to 
starve Germany and throttle her 
conduct of military operations by 
minutely scrutinizing neutral ships, 
destined for neutral countries, 
whose cargoes might easily be for- 
warded from those countries into 
the Reich. 


Already this procedure has 
played havoc with Germany’s hopes 
of replenishment of her stocks of 
food and war munitions by means} 
of such neutral aid. Even Italian’ 
vessels have been forced to submit 
to inspection of their cargoes by| 
inquisitive Britishers, despite the 
fact that Britain is trying hard 
nowadays to avoid hurting Italian 
feelings, in the hope that Italy 
eventually may line up against Ger- 
many. 

Moreover, France, Britain's part- 
ner, has warned Soviet Russia— 
whose feelings are also being con- 
sidered by both British and French

If the counter- 
measures fail, they may find them- 
selves up against their toughest 
problem in this war.

For a brief moment the fate of 
the Czarist legation in Belgrade 
was uncertain, when the Red army 
suddenly moved into Poland and 
sent shudders throughout most of 
the world.

But there is little reason to sup- 
pose that Hitler wants to court 
the open rejection of a new pro- 
posal for calling off the war with 
the world’s headlines blazing the 
news of his failure. This is why 
it may be safer to expect the 
Fuehrer to act as secretly as pos- 
sible through some neutral source 
or agent, the likeliest now being 
Scandinavia. In other words, the 
chances are very strong. that 
Hitler’s next peace offensive will 
reach official Allied ears consider- 
ably before it attracts public at- 
tention. Of course, this is some- 
thing which might happen at any 
time or may materialize. more slow- 
ly—but the standstill status of the 
war would seem’ to favor the for-. 
mer, 


Meanwhile, it is impossible to 
leave Goering’s name out of any 
speculations or antieipations about 
further Nazi peace overtures. When 
in Helsingfors, I was informed, on 
what appeared reliable basis, that 
Goering had secretly sent a per- 
sonal peace sounding tter to 
Premier Edouard Daladier of 
France. On returning to London 
one encountered reports, of equal 
seeming credibility, that a repre- 
sentative of Goering had come to 
Britain with similar overtures, al- 
though reputedly he was not able 
to make contact with high British 
officials.

ATCHING the slow progress 
W of the war, Italy looks today 

toward Central Europe. and 
the Balkans. Her vital interests, 
both geographic: and economic, lie 
in that area where the. last war 
crushed her Hapsburg foe and 
where this war may extend her in- 
fluence or domain, 

Italy’s interests there seem tae 
have been recognized by the Allies 
for while they have. been stubborn 
in suggesting that Poland, Austria 
and Bohemia (rather than Czecho- 
Slovakia) must be reconstructed, 
they have been deliberately vague. 
They do not suggest what kind of 
a Poland, Austria or pobeane they 
mean to restore. 

Many diplomatic. ciated believe, 
therefore, that in.event.of victory, 
the allies would grant a measure of 
national independence to the coun- 
tries conquered by Hitlerism, but 
would reconstitute. them together 
with certain Balkan countries with- 
in a Central European confederar 
tion. 


Advantages to Both. 


Such a confederation, standing ag 
a single customs unit and as a buf- 
fer between Germany and Russia, 
could be under Italian influence, it 
is suggested. Italy would enjoy @ 
continuance of the special trade po- 
sition she is likely to achieve as a 
neutral and she could extend. her 
political influence over this bloc. . 

There is no evidence that the Ak 
lies are negotiating such matters 
with Italy or that they have made 
concrete proposals to win Italy to 
their side. It is merely that such 
a solution would serve their inter 
ests as well as the interests of 
Italy and the Central European na- 
tions involved,

Color Not a Question. 


Beyond their sentimental affec- 
tion for Russia, and the fact of 
their Slavic kinship, the rural 
Serbs are apparently politically 
color blind. To them Russia is 
Russia, red or white. In the 20 years 
following the first World War, 
when Soviet Russia stayed within 
its boundaries, popular affection 
here was primarily pro-French. The 
Soviets’ recent surge westward, 
however, has reawakened the la- 
tent pro-Slav sentiment of the 
Serbs and relegated France to sec- 
ond place as far as popular pref- 
erence is concerned. 

If Yugoslavia should be forced 
eventually to take sides in the war 
and to choose between the French 
and British, on the one hand, and 
the Germans and Russians on the 
other, the utmost confusion would 
prevail, Whereas the Serbs, proved 
fighters in the last war, would 
fight the Germans tooth and nail, 
if they nad to, it is difficult to en- 
gage them against Russia. With 
the 30,000 White Russians, whose 
emblem is the double eagle of the 
old Czarist legation in Belgrade, 
it would be much easier.

Erastus Wells Offers Concrete Plan for 
Smoke Elimination. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
E most encouraging event in con- 
nection with our smoke problem is 
your recent powerful editorial, entitled 
“.. Or Else.” In reference to the mat- 
ter, however, a plan must be set up. 

The problem is divided into two divi- 
sions, one comprising, say, 40 per cent, 
being multiple dwellings, larger buildings, 
etc., which may be solved by forced draft 
stokers for the use of Illinois coal, in ad- 
dition to the use of oil or gas. A munici- 
pal, or quasi-municipal, finance plan to 
be set up for owners or tenants who are 
unable to acquire such equipment imme- 
diately. 

The remaining approximate 60 per cent 
‘is most difficult as to solution, but it can 
and must be accomplished. 

Several years ago, some were of the 
opinion that smoke could be eliminated 
through the acquisition of the Laclede 
Gas Light Co. by the city for the primary 
purpose of selling the company’s princi- 
pal by-product, coke, to our householders. 

Gas, either manufactured or natural, is 
and always has been out of the question, 
since the greater part of our population 
would be unwilling to bear the expense 
of heat supplied through meters and, in 
addition, would be unwilling: to provide 
themselves with gas-burning equipment 
and convert their dwellings for this 
method of heating. 

A solution pf the problem may be 
found in a cit}-owned and city-operated 
coke plant in the neighborhood of the 
Southern Illinois coal fields. On the 
other hand, with the city as a-market, pri- 
vate capital may provide for our smoke- 
less fuel requirements, and a municipal 
coke plant may not be necessary. 

Pending a bond issue for the erection 
and equipping of a coke plant, if ulti- 
mately this procedure were authorized, 
the city could enter into the smokeless 
fuel business, acquire such fuel in the 
open market and absorb freight and door- 
to-door delivery charge, thereby bringing 
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Bridge for an annual payment to the Terminal. of 


NO OFFER AT ALL. 

The offer of terms which the Terminal Railroad 
Association proposes to St. Louis, as the basis for 
settlement of their 10-year dispute, is no offer at all, 

Here is what the Terminal proposes: 

1. Termination of the 1930 agreement between the 
city and the Terminal by which the Terminal guar- 
anteed the city $500,000 annually for use of the Mu- 
nicipal Bridge in an exchange of bridge facilities, 

2. Dismissal by the city of its $5,000,000 suit against 
the Terminal for the Terminal’s failure to advance 
funds for the completion of Municipal Bridge railroad 
approaches, as required by the 1930 agreement. 

3. Return by the city to its old system of franchises 
for the Terminal, these franchises to be substituted 
for the revocable permits under which the Terminal 
has been operating for two years, ~ (Franchises, re- 
yocable by the city after five years and expiring in 
50 years, would be acceptable, according to President 
Watson of the Terminal.) 

4. Cancellation by the Terminal of $1,000,000 of the

6. No guarantee to the city by the Terminal of tolls 
for use of Municipal Bridge by member railroads, 

What all this adds up to is plain enough. The 
Terminal would get everything. The city would get 
little or nothing except a “settlement.” This offer 
is no more acceptable than previous Terminal offers. 

When the city entered into the agreement with the 
Terminal in 1930, the Terminal’s promise to pay 
$500,000 a year for use of the railroad facilities of the 
Municipal Bridge was a vital part of the contract. 
That was the part of the agreement which guaran- 
teed that the city would not lose by the bridge ex- 
change. What the Terminal wants the city to do now 
is to guarantee current income for Eads Bridge with- 
out a guarantee as to what the Terminal will pay for 
using Municipal Bridge. 

This is nonsensical on its face. If the city agreed 
to that, it might very well find itself paying more 
for its use of Eads Bridge than it would be receiving 
from the Terminal in rent on the lower deck of the 
Municipal Bridge. The city’s financial condition be- 
ing what it is, the mere possibility of such a result is 
enough to stop this proposal in its tracks. 

As for the old bone of contention, namely, franchises 
vs. revocable permits, it is difficult to believe that 
the Terminal is acting in all sincerity here. If the 
Terminal is willing to accept franchises revocable 
at the end of five years, it should be willing to -con- 
tinue under permits. Obviously, there is no ma- 
terial difference after five years between a five-year 
revocable franchise and a permit. The Terminal is 
unduly suspicious of the city when it suggests that

The city sells and distributes water— 
why not smokeless fuel? 

The greatest single accomplishment in 
the history of our city was the clearing 
of our water. It is unfortunate that raw 
Mississippi River water cannot be dis- 
tributed through our mains for a few 
days every year as an example and spur 
toward civic attainment. 

in fairness, however, it must be admit- 
ted that the clearing of our water was 
compar@tively simple as against elimina- 
tion of smoke. Water was controllable 
at its source at Chain of Rocks, while 
the source of smoke is from thousands 
of chimneys in an area 19 miles long and 
& maximum of six miles wide.

HE end of our time has been prophesied 


few decades, indeed, in the last few months, 
that one may be excused fqr receiving an- 
other prediction of this kind with healthy 
skepticism. However, there is reason to 
believe that Leonard Woolf's jeremiad, “Bar- 
barians Within and Without” (Harcourt, 
Brace & Co., New York), predicting the 
sacking of the citadel of Western civilization 
by modern Goths and Vandals, deserves seri- 
ous consideration. : 

As Mr. Woolf sees it, the ideal of West- 
ern civilization is the creation of “the good 
society,” the society where the free develop- 
ment of each individual is the condition for 
the free development of all. Only Western 
societies which strive for this ideal, he con 
tends, are properly called civilized. 

A perfectly civilized state, according to 
the author, would be composed of three ele- 
ments: Communal power used to advance 
the free development of the individual, in 
effect, political democracy; an economic 
structure fashioned for the preservation of 
that freedom, in effect, Socialism or Com- 
munism; and ideals of liberty, equality, tol- 
erance, truth and humanity.

Barbarians are the enemies of “the good 
society.”. This category includes barbarians 
without, Nazis and Fascists, who reject 
the civilized ideal—and barbarians within, 
those who hold that ideal but reject some 
means necessary to its attainment, 

The author dismisses the crude barbarians 
without as a serious menace, “for freedom 
is infinitely stronger than despotism, and & 
community of free men than a communily 
of slaves.” The real danger, he contends, 
comes from the barbarians within who 
carry’ on an internecine warfare and, DY 
either théir economic barbarism or their 
ideological barbarism, “destroy freedom and 
make the idea of a community in which the 
freedom of each is the condition of the free 
dom of all an illusion and a sham” 

Mr. Woolf raises many vital questions 
and makes a clear and interesting pres 
entation of his thsis. It is only fair to 
say that he probably raises more questions 
than he answers and that his argument !s, 
in many respects, incomplete.

Treaty With U. S. 

In discussing the United States- 
Japan trade treaty which the Unit- 
ed States has served notice will be 
terminated Jan. 26, 1940, Abe said: 

“It would be fortunate for both 
America and Japan if their rela-| 
tions were adjusted before abroga- 
tion. However, it cannot be helped 
if the treaty expires before read- 
justment.' Measures for coping 
with such a situation are being 
studied in the various quarters con- 
cerned.” 

The British and Japanese Gov- 
ernments were said to be consider- 
ing the best means of regulating 
their relations, which have been 
strained for several months. 

Abe said the Japanese Govern- 
ment hoped to “extend recognition 
as soon as possible” to the new 
Chinese Government “although this 
depends upon the shape it as- 
sumes.” 

He said Japan had no territorial 
demands on China but “expects 
North China and Inner Mongolia to 
be connected closer” with Japan 
than other parts of China owing to 
their geographical situation.

DISGRACE, GLASS SAYS 


Senator Asserts U. S. Is Asking 
Hitler Where Ship Can 
and Cannot Go. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 22 (AP).— 
Senator Carter Glass says that the 
new neutrality law “is disgraceful” 
and should be repealed when Con- 
gress convenes in January. The 
Virginia Democrat, granting an in- 
terview yesterday at his Washing- 
ton apartment, declared that no 
neutrality legislation was necessary 
because, in the absence of a statute, 
the executive branch would direct 
foreign policy within the frame- 
work of international law. 

“I wouldn’t be a bit suprised if 

Congress repeals the act,” Glass 
declared. “It certainly ought to. 
The United States is saying, ‘Please, 
Mr. Hitler, where do you want our 
ships to go and where shouldn't 
they go?’” 
The 81-year-old Senator, here 
for a visit to his dentist, said he 
believed the people and the Con- 
gress would be convinced of the im- 
practicability of the act after they 
had observed its operation fully. 

Glass declared he saw no chance 
of American participation in the 
European war “unless Germany 
sinks our ships in contravention of 
international law.” 

The Virginian said that the 
mounting public debt is bringing 
on a day “whén we must repudiate 
our indebtedness, inflate—which 
would be a form of repudiation and 
would be worse—or have unendur- 
able taxes.”

WHETHER GOERING HAS 
SECRET PEACE PLAN

Possibilities for Goering. 


This fact automatically raises 
many interesting questions and pos- 
sibilities. Has Goering acted or 
will he act strictly as Hitler’s right- 
hand man, or may he enter with 
great prudence into negotiations on 
his own? If Goering could achieve 
the acceptance of some compromise 
peace settlement, would be not com- 
mand the gratitude and popularity 
of the German people for saving 
them from the unthinkable suffer- 
ings of a war to the teeth? If 
Goering could promise peace with 
the elimination of Hitler and the 
most radical of the Nazis, could he 
not hope to become Germany’s next 
chief executive? 

Again stressing Goering’s ambiti- 
ous nature and his powerful posi- 
tion as economic dictator and com- 
mander of Germany’s mighty air 
force, one wonders what. kind of a 
deal the Field Marshal-General 
might secretly outline in his over- 
tures to the Western Powers. Obvi- 
ously, Goering would try to exploit 
his reputation as a supposedly mild, 
comparatively conservative, Nazi— 
conveniently ignoring his record of 
uninterrupted support of Nazi sup- 
pression, concentration camp bru- 
talities, and aggression against 
Germany’s weaker neighbors. In 
that way he could best hope to 
gain attention in Paris or London, 
but in no other. 

These’ elements in the _ picture 
seem to justify the opinion of many 
observers in Scandinavia as well as 
in the belligerent countries, that 
Goering may be tempted to dou- 
ble-cross Hitler in his peace over- 
tures, and that more rumors about 
Goering intermediaries to Britain 
and France are virtually certain 
to crop up. These elements also 
explain various speculations such as 
this: Supposing Goering indicated 
that as President of the Reichstag 
he might naturally be expected to 
become the Fourth Reich’s Chan- 
cellor, president, or what have you? 

These questions are sufficient to 
reveal the temptations to double- 
cross Hitler which may influence 
Goering whenever continuance of 
the war seems to him to spell noth- 
ing but catastrophe for Germany 
and the destruction of its cherished 
military machine, Recent reports 
of an army leaders’ split with Hit- 
ler and his Foreign Minister, Col. 
Joachim von Ribbentrop, over the 
debated invasion of Holland lend 
great strength to the rumors that 
Goering leans definitely to the play- 
safe school of thought among the 
Nazis, and to other persistent re- 
ports that the Field Marshal is in- 
dulging in some secret peace sug- 
gesting, some of which may or may 


not be with Hitler’s knowledge. 

| This is why observers must be 
compelled to watch Goering in re- 
lation to the next indirect, or 
veiled, peace overtures which orig- 
inate in Germany, through what- 
ever neutral intermediaries they 
may be conveyed.

Explosives Fall on Kwangsi 
lets Urge Populace to 
Co-operate. 


HONGKONG, Nov. 
Japanese planes were reported to- 
day to have made repeated attacks 
on Nanning, Kwangsi Province 
capital, loosing mixed cargoes of 
bombs and propaganda leaflets. 
The Japanese reported no further 
progress in their drive toward Nan- 
ning and China’s “back door” to the 
outside world through French In- 
do-China and British Burma, but 
Chinese advices told of heavy fight- 
ing and many casualties on both 
sides. 

The zone of hostilities was the 


hilly region of Southern Kwangsi, 
north of the point where the Jap- 
anese started a landing in force 
just a week ago. 

(Nanning lies about 80 miles 
north of the landing point, on the 
West River which reaches the sea 
through the Canton estuary. It 
has a population of about 68,000 
and is a treaty port, under an 1897 
agreement between China and 
Great Britain.) 

The bombardment damage was 
not specified in the war reports, 
but the Japanese pamphlets were 
said to have urged the populace 
to cease resistance and co-operate 
with the Japanese. 

Fresh Chinese troops—Kwangsi 
is one of the most militarized prov- 
inces—were rushed to the border 
region and appeared to have 
stemmed the Japanese offensive. 

Meanwhile, Japanese units were 
reported to have launched a divert- 
ing action up the West River val- 
ley toward Nanning while protect- 
ing their Canton base with mop- 
ping-up actions along the Canton- 
Kowloon Railway near the border 
of Hongkong, British crown col- 
ony. 
Former Ambassador’s View. 

Toshio Shiratori, ex-Ambassador 
to Italy, today declared that if the 
European war should spread into a 
world conflict “too many Japanese 
remember the bitter lesson of the 
Washington conference to feel in- 
clined to fight again for Britain 
and America.” 

Many Japanese feel that in the 
Washington conference of 1921-22 
their country was compelled to ac- 
cept a position of naval inferiority 
to Britain and the United States. 

Shiratori, who was recalled after 
his attempts to forge a military 
alliance among Italy, Germany and 
Japan failed, praised Germany and 
Italy in an interview. He said that 
Japanese relations with those Pow- 
ers were still close despite the Rus- 
sian-German agreement. 

“If the United States enters, the 
war it will be a world war in a lit- 
eral sense,” he asserted, “because 
then it would be extremely diffi- 
cult for Japan to remain neutral.” 

“Japan Is Doing Its Job.” 

“The totalitarian nations work to 
establish a new order throughout 
the world,” he added. “Japan is 
doing its job in the Orient. Ger- 
many and Italy are doing theirs in 
Europe.” 

Shiratori said Germany was as- 
sisting a move for Russian-Japa- 
nese understanding by acting as a 
go-between in their negotiations. A 
movement within Japan for a non- 
aggression pact with Russia _ is 
growing, he asserted. 

In discussing the Japanese- 
American trade treaty, the former 
Ambassador expressed the belief 
that a break would strengthen the 
trend toward Japanese co-operation 
with Germany and Italy. At the 
same time it would weaken the 
position of Japanese favoring co- 
operation with America and Brit- 
ain, he said.

Treaty Will Be Negotiated. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 22 (AP).— 
Hope that the United States and 
Japan would negotiate a new com- 
mercial treaty to replace one ex- 
piring Jan. 26 was expressed yes- 
terday by Kerisuke Horinouchi, the 
Japanese Ambassador. 

Discussing Japanese - American 
relations in an interview, he de- 
clared that the termination of 
friendly commercial relations 
“would be very disadvantageous” to 
both nations. 

The existing treaty of amity was 
denounced by the State Department 
last summer after a series of inci- 
dents in China had affected Amer- 
ican interests adverssely. 

Horinouchi disclosed that he ex- 
pected conversations looking 
toward improved relations to be re- 
sumed shortly by Joseph P. Grew, 
American Ambassador to Tokyo, 
with officials of Japan’s Foreign 
office. 

Grew already has had one con- 
ference with Japanese authorities, 
the Ambassador said, and Japan 
hopes that an amicable understand- 
ing may be reached regarding all 
questions. 

Horinouchi declared it was pos- 
sible that Japan and the United 
States could reach a gentleman’s 
understanding to continue the com- 
mercial relations provided for in 
the existing treaty.

Gaston DuBois, vice-president of 
the Monsanto Chemical Co. has 
returned from Europe convinced 
that a long war is in prospect and 
that the whole world is facing an- 
other extended period of severe 
economic disturbance. 

“What the war will do,” he said 


yesterday to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, “is wipe out the middle 


class, destroy wealth, start a gen- 


eral hatching of various isms, and 
then anything can happen.”. 

DuBois had been in Europe since 
the middle of July. Unlike most of 
the other American tourists, he 


stuck around after the war start- 


ed. “I wanted to see what was 


going on,” he said, “so I sent my 


wife and daughter home and settled 
down in Switzerland, where I was 
born,” 

He has a 57-year-old brother in 
Switzerland. “They drafted him 
when the war started,” he said. 
“He’s in the army now, and s0o’s 
his son. The Swiss military mo- 
bilized with beautiful precision. I 
watched it all, and I don’t know 
how the Germans would go about 
getting over the mountains into 
that country, I really don’t.” 
DuBois visited the company’s 


English subsidiary, Monsanto Chem- 


icals, Ltd.—before coming home. It 
has no plans, he said, to manufac- 
ture any of the products that go 
to make poison gas or explosives. 

“The English branch—it’s been 
evacuated outside London, you 
know—will continue to make me- 
dicinal compounds, raw materials 
for dyes and disinfectants,” he said, 
“and there won’t be any change 
over here, either.” 

One thing that struck DuBois was 
the apparent good humor with 
which most English and French are 
viewing the war. 

“England is deadly serious about 

going on with it until Hitler’s kind 
of gangsterism is wiped out,” he 
related, “but the common people 
joke about everything. I believe 
they relax a little better in France, 
though. Not quite such strict ob- 
servance of blackouts and all. 
Mighty handy race at relaxing, the 
French.” 
DuBois. sailed from Bordeaux 
Nov 7 on the Manhattan, the Amer- 
ican ship’s last crossing. He had a 
fairly pleasant trip, moderately 
smooth, no submarines, no sinking 
ships, no bombs bursting in air. 
“he voyage was considered rather 
unusual by all hands, he said.

Advance to Farmers of Midwestern 
Commercial Belt Is Same 

as Last Year. 
- WASHINGTON, Nov. 22 (AP) — 
Secretary of Agriculture Wallace 
announced today the Government 
would make loans to farmers on 
surplus 1939-grown corn at the base 
rate of 57 cents a bushel. 

Eligible for loans at this rate wil 
be farmers in the Midwestern com- 
mercial corn belt who did not plant 
in excess of this year’s Agricul- 
tural Adjustment Administration 
corn acreage allotments. 

Farmers who planted in excess 
of such allotments will not be 
eligible. 

The rate is the same as that pro- 
vided in a similar loan program 
last year. 

The commercial area comprises 
586 major corn-producing counties 
in lowa, Missouri, Illinois, Indian: 
Ohio, Kentucky, Kansas, Nebraz 
ka, Michigan, Minnesota, Wiscon- 
sin and South Dakota. 
Elsewhere loans will be made at 
75 per cent of the base rate, or 43 
cents a bushel, to farmers who did 
not plant in excess of their AAA 
soil-depleting acreage allotments.

S a surgical operation danger- 
J oue when the patient has dia- 

betes? 
Interesting developments are tak- 
ing place in practical surgery. They 
do not include any startling dis- 
coveries or advances in research 
work. Rather, they consist in the 
perfection of technique by individ- 
uals in some one particular line. 


Surgery of the heart is an ex- 
ample of this. The general princi- 
ples of surgical attack on the heart 
are no different from those em- 
ployed in every branch of surgery— 
the use of anesthesia, either gen- 
eral or local, the means to stop 
hemorrhage, the insistence on. rigid 
asepsis. The difference consists iri 
the fact that a surgeon skills him- 
self to perform delicate and dan-

But he made 
the mistake of running the spades 
before touching his diamonds. Nat- 
urally, West trumped the fourth 
round of spades and hastily cashed 
the queen of hearts, defeating the 
slam contract. 

South would have made his slam 
if he had simply cashed the ace and 
king of diamonds before running 
the third and fourth round of 
spades. In that way he would get 
rid of two hearts on the high dia- 
monds and two more on the spades. 
West might trump the — fourth 
round of spades, but by that time 
South would have rid his hand of 
all heart losers. 

The necessity of cashing the dia- 
monds first is really apparent. 
South must obtain three discards 
without losing the lead, but doesn’t 
care if the high trump is taken on 
his fourth discard. This boils down 
to taking three rounds of spades 
and one round of diamonds and 
then choosing whether a fourth 
round of spades or a second round 
of diamonds is more likely to sur- 
vive. Obviously, the second round 
of diamonds had a better chance of 
“getting by” than a fourth round of 


spades,
